The then cenmmenced, and 
the testimong’offeréd by the prosecution 
tended te show that on various occasions, 
previous to their arrest, the defendants had 
occupied, not only the same sleeping apart 
ment, but the same bed. The testimony of 
Officer Dunham was of a most damaging 
character, as he described how he had seen 
Moore and his danghter act while lying in 
bed together. Constable F. S..Smith swore 
that on arresting the Moores, and while tak- 
ing them to the Connty Jail, the male de- 
fendant had acknowledged to him that the 
girl Laura was his daughter. 

The case for the People closed with the 
evidence give by’ the Constable to sub- 
stantiate the fact that defendants occupied 
the relation one tothe other of father and 
daughter. Yesterday morning 
‘Damron began by calling as a witness for

The general tone 
testimony was adverse to the allegation 
made by th: prosecution. She said: “I was 
born in Georgia and had been always called 
Laura Moore, but my real name is Laura 
Gilbert. “When 2 years old m " gaaiet 
married Mr. Moore, and I have since lived 
with him and his mother yous 
Mother dizd when | was ears old. 
Lived under the Denison Hotel iD "October 
last. Papa kept a fruit store there and I 
lived w th him. I generally remained in 
the store and waited ou customers. I never 
lived in meg geen Tex. When papa lived 

I was in Georgia with his mother. I' 
have lived with Mr. Moore for about three 
years altogether since my mother died. He 
married again after my mother died, but 1 
never lived with them. 1 am fa- 
miliar with the room we occupied at 
the New Dennison. We made use of a 
three-quarter bed and a cot to sleep upon. 
The cot was unfolded at night and placed 
behind, I oceupied the cot and y the 
bed. In the daytime the cot was fol ed up. 
A room adjoined ours occupied by waiters } 
in the hotel. Between the two rooms there 
was a wood partition about seven feet high. 
Above that was a strip of calico which I 
placed there; and above that again there 
a _Mosquito-netting reaching to the

Not many miles from the town of 
Ord is situated the schoolhouse of 
Mira Valley school district. This house 
is a small frame structure, and the 
nearest dwelling to it is at least one- 
half:mile distant.

The Power of Ideas. 
If we search history, one back to 


line of progress which marks the grad- 
ual changes which have taken place, 
and which have been the means of 
slowly lifting men from the primitive 
states of society to the higher planes 
of civilization and enlightenment, we 
shall find that the great leaders of men 
have genera!ly been those who were 
swayed by some dominant idea. They 
have not always been men who were in 
advance of their age, struggling for a 
civilization greater than that of the 
era in which they lived. They have 


permeated and inspired by some prom- 
inent principle or idea which impelled 
them to action and enabled them to 
stir the masses, while in other 
respects they were simply ordinary 


of character and promptness of action. 
Thoroughly imyue men with any idea, 
aud they are led by it, controlled and 
governed by it as they could be by no 
other power. History and experience 
alike furnish proof of this assertion. 
Christianity and heathenism also illus- 
trate its truth, while all great reforma- 
tory movements but emphasize its cor- 
rectness. 

Ideas sometimes have the. force. of 
fate. During our late civil war one 
idea grew slowly, until it had a su- 
preme hold upon the minds of the peo- 
ple.. Abraham Lincoln was the one to 
forroulate it and proclaim it publicly— 
the idea of freedom tor a down-trodden 
race. But that proclamatiou) would 
have amounted to nothing had not its 
idea been underlying the general sense 
of thé people. When once the expe- 


upon the minds of the people. It gave 
to the struggle a broader scope and a 
new sacredness. It was an added 
issue, a clearly-defined principle that 
was to be battled for. It was an in- 
carnate idea which always stood out 
boldly and prominently before the 
minds of our loyalsoldiers. The whole 
North was imbued with it. It was 
alike the theme of the rostrum and of 
the pulpit. It inspired the prayers 
and the worship of churches and con- 
gregations. It took hold even upon

It 
followed men even to the haunts of 
pleasure. {t was with them wherever 
they went,this one great, overshadow- 
ing idea which gave new meaning to 
freedom, and a fresh grandeur to 
republican government.

It pointed the “thinking 
bayonets” that were leveled at the 
breast of slavery. It laid ils adamav- 
tine heel upon the neck of the rebellion 
and crushed it. Treason had no 
longer any hope. This great idea 
overshadowed it. It paralyzed its arm 
and threw it prostrate and bleeding 
into the dust. But it gave fresh 
vitality to the Nation and made its life 
possible through the ages. 

Look, too, at the mighty power of 
ideas in the days of the Puritan. In 
an age of religious intolerance, free- | 
dom of thought and of worship became 
the one dominant idea of aclass ab- 
horring the anion of Church and State. 
Fleeing from the injustice heaped upon 
them, believing in their divine right to 
worship God according to the dictates 
of their own consciences, they were led 
by this idea to forsake home and coun- | 
. cross the seas, and plant here the 
institutions of a government “‘of the 
people and for the people and by the 


ple.” Like the pillar of cloud by 
Sat and of fire by night, this idea led 


them and gave them the courage to 
face the dangers of the wilderness and 
the treachery of savage foes. Though 
a wideand stormy ocean rolled between 


they were determined and courageous. 
Though every forest tree might hide a 
lurking savage with bloody tomahawk, 


stared them inthe face, they did not 
despair, but lifted the voice of trust in

frozen Alps and stood barefooted, a 
humble suppliant at his door, trembling 
at the Papal anathemas and praying 
for the withdrawing of the Pope’s 
decree of excommunication. The curse 
of the Pope must be removed, or hope 
with him was dead.

Our correspcndent, who recently 
advocated the establishment of ‘‘coffee 
palaces,’ to counteraet the evil effects 
of liquor saloons, is discouraged at the 
lack of interest displayed on the sub- 
ject, even by those who profe3s to be 
the sworn foes of alcohol, and says it 
has been intimated to him, by a pro- 
fessed prohibitionist, that such a line 
of action would be gntirely beneath 
their notice.

The formation of a savings and loan bank 
for and by the vine-growers and wine- 
makers of California, now being agitated, 
is favorably considered by leading viticul- 


Los | *urists who have studied the subject. The 


need of such an erganization has grown, it 
is believed, from the difficulties constantly 
arising between wine-dealers and wine 
producers. Agreements among dealers fix- 
ing the price and terms are seldom, it is 
claimed, to the best advantage of the viti- 
culturists. The plan now proposed aims at 
the virtual independence of the ‘producer. 
By asystem of codperation the entire pro- 
duction of the vineyard may be controlled 
by the vineyard-owner from the time the 
grapes are picked until the wine is in the 
cellars of those who drink it. | 
Another difficulty of the wine-producer 
has been that few banks will accept wine 
in store as collateral security on a basis 
similar to wheat or other products. A 
storage cellar and warehouse for wipe was 
established in this city recently, but has not 
been utilized as generally as was expected, 
because of this position of the local | banks. 
| The details of the scheme, briefly outlined, 


trial institution, similar to the Granger 
Bank, an organization similar to the Cali- 
‘fornia Fruit Union; that is, it will be a 
class organization, the stockholders to be 
only vineyard owners. If every vine- 
grower in the State will take capital stock 
to the extent of $1 for every a¢re he 
has in vines, sufficient capital for 
the outset will be assured. A general 
banking business will be done, but the 
chief feature will be to advance loans on 
wine. The storage-cellar may be used in 
connection, For example, a large wine- 
maker may\send after vintage time his en- 
tire product to the bank, which will ad- 
vance, say 10\cents per gallon, and store 
the wine; at an opportune time when the 
market is good the wine may be sold and 
the producer will receive the balance due 
him. The idea is to avoid forced sales to 
the injury ot the producer. Possibly second 
advances may be made on the stored pro- 
duct. Once a year, or when détermined by 
the stockholders, an auction sale of wine 
will ve held, to which dealers and the 
whole world may be invited. |

| was diseussing the important ques- 
tion of toed with a German physician 
some time ago, and he remarked to 
me: “I donot think that Americans 
Soup should be 
eaten at least once every day. There 
is nothing like it for the stomach. It 
warms it up and makes it ready for the 
disposition of more solid food.” 
Taking the truth of this statement for 
granted, I will give my readers some 
suggestions for soup-making which I 
found in the **Practical HouseReeper”’ 
a few days since. | 

As an element for all good soups for 
family use, allow three pounds of beef, 
and cover it with four quarts of water; 
set iton the fire to heat by slow de- 
grees, and skim when it begins to sim- 
mer. Then putin the different kinds 
of vegetables, and salt to taste. Cover 
the pot closely and let it simmer for 
three or four hours, Strain itand take 
off the fat. It should be reduced at 
least one-half. | 

Sago Soup.—The stock must be ready 
seasoned and quite boiling, Strew in 
the sago by degrees, about the same 
proportion as in the rice soup. Boiia 
quarter of an hour and serve in the 
tureen with yelks of eggs. | 

Rice Soup.—The rice must be well 
washed, first in cold, then in warm, 
water: two ounces is enough for tive 
half-pints of soup. -Boil. the rice two 
hours at least, either with some of the 
soup or with water suflicient to boil it 
to a jelly; then add it to the soup. In 
the latter case have the yelks of two or 
three eggs in the tureen. | 

Giblet Soup.—Stew the giblets well 
with a sprig of sage, a sprig of winter 
savory, a good-sized onion, salt and 
pepper. Inthe meantime boil a quart 
of white beans tender, mask half of 
them and pass them through a sieve. 
Take up the giblets and cut them into 
small pieces. Mince the liver fine, or 
rub it smooth. Return these to the 
gravy; add all the beans and _ suffi- 
cient broth or water to form a thick, 
creamy soup. The beans should soak } 
all night in plenty of cold water. The 
water in which the beans were boiled 
must be put with them into the soup. 
Soup with Puree of Powltry.—Remains 
of any kind of poultry will do for this. 
Cut all the meat off the bones, free it 
from skin, and pound it smooth ina 
mortar. Soak a slice or two of bread, 
without crust,in as much milk as it 
will absorb; add it, with the yelks of 
two or three eggs, to the pounded meat, 
and pass all through a sieve. While 
pee the above, let the broken-up 
ones boil in some good meat broth. 
Strain this, and mix with it the pounded 
meat. In boiling up the bones: any 
kind of seasoning may be added, such 
as herbs, vegetables, lemon |peel, salt 
and pepper, |

A, little 
salt may be required. Bake ina quick’ 
oven till the top is a light brown.

AS BROADLY  APPLIPD 
AMERICAN RAILROADS. 


Views of Ex-Gov. J lonel A. Sheldon— 
Kelations of Kailroads to the Gov- 
ernment Restriction and Kegula- 
tion—Interesting Facts, Ktc. 


Systemization is incident to growth 
and progress. Jt is a natural, and 
consequently a general law, and ap- 
pears) in everything under the control 
of intelligent agencies. It should not 
be expected that in railway matters 
there would be an exception to the

| | 

At the beginning railroads were pro- 
jected on a small scale, and constructed 
for short distances\oaly. Local wants 
and the amount of capital available 
limited the magnitude of these en- 


the necessity for and probable profits 
¢f rail lines. There was little thought 
of paralleling water lines and compet- 
ing for their business. It was only 
thought wise to connect water chan- 
nels wherever it was _ practicable. 
Prospeciive business was considered 
‘upon the basis of the slow growth 
which had appeared under thé means 
of transportation previously existing. 
‘The less. latitudinoug construction of 
the National Constitution as to the 
power of Congress over the subject of 
commerce among the States then pre- 
vailing gave more force to the 
id¢a that the States alone should 
create railroad charters and exer- 
cise. the right of eminent do- 
main. State sovereignty, Mmited 
capital, and inadequate conception of 
the increase of cGummercial wants in 
the early future, all conspired ‘to limit 
railway, construction to short lines 
to and from pointgin the same State, 
and to forbid the Building of roads into 
and through two or more States. Each 
road was constracted according to the 
theory of its engineer or projectors, 
and with the view of being operated 
independently of all others. . Hence, 
there was little uniformity in gauge, 
engines, ¢ars or mode of operating, and 
indifferent facilities for conductin 
what is now denominated “through 
business.”’ Passengers were ticketed 
and freight was billed no further than 
the terminus of the particular road. 
Proof that ideas of continuous lines 
and through busiess were not enter- 
tained in the fact that in 
the South railway companies generally 
adopted the five-feet gauge, and in the 
North it varied from four feet eight’ 
and’ one-half inches, the present 
stamdard, to six feet, and this condi- 
tion continued for some years after the 
close of the War of the Rebellion. 
Iience in many cases, cars from one 
road could not pass over another con- 
necting line, and the transfer of freight 
from the cars of one line to those of 
another, was the only way in which 
through ‘transportation could be con- 
ucted. Uatil this condition of things 
was changed, that which is now called 
billing,’”’ was not usmally prac-

As rate-cutting results in discrimina- 
tiops against persons and localities, 
especially against non-competilive 
points, and produces fluctuations in 
prices and unsteadiness in business, 
which are injurious, both to the public 
aod the railways, as the effect of agree- 
ments to maintain rates at common 
points isto destroy competition, and 
therefore are obnoxious to public 
policy and non-enforcible by law, and 
as good faith in executing such con- 
tracts cannot be relied upon with or 
without pecuniary considerations, the 
most ‘effective way to prevent dis- 
astrous or unprofitable results to rail- 
ways is for roads to be consolidated, 
or in some way placed under a single 
management. 

The evil consequences which have 
resulted from the practices which grew 
up under railway competition have 

rompted regulative aud unfriendly 
egislation by the States and by Con- 
gress. This legislation is intended 
more to remove unsteadiness, uncer- 
tainties and discriminations than to 
prevent general exorbitance in 
ebarges. The country is willing that 
railroads should have a reasonable and 
just compensation for their services, 


and would even bear a little more than | 


that if assured that business would not 
be in constant danger of being disturbed 
and prices changed by frequent fluctu- 
ations in trausportation rate’. Prac- 
tices in the past by railway maragers 
have been as tantalizing to the busi- 


ness community as constant tinkering | 


with the tariff by Congress. All pool- 
ing and other similar coutracts are 
now prohibited under penal sanction, 
80 far as they relate to interstate com- 
merece, and the bulk of such commerce 
is competitive. It is not improbable 
that this feature .will be embodied in 
the legislation of all the States, and 
made applicable to local or State 
trafiic. 

The magnitude, ramifications and 
complications of internal transporta- 
tion, public and railroad interests, and 
the course of natonai and State legis- 
lation tend to the development and ex- 
ecution of the idea of systemization. 
The agencies for rapid transit and the 
means of communication are so com- 
plete and ample that management of a 
system of railroad lines extending over 
@ vast territory and comprehending 
every species of traffic is rendered not 
only practicable but camparatively 
_@asy, much easier than it is to harmo- 
nize the interests and movements 
vf mumerous separate and_ inde- 
pendent lines. Already numer- 
ous systems of greater or: less 
magnitude are found in every part of 
the country. They pervade the East, 
the West,the North and the South,and 
they are constantly building exten- 
sions, feeders and branches, and ab- 
sorbing independent roads within their 
respective territories. Independent 
roads are now to these systems like 
the diminutive forms of  Liilliputs 


- marching between the huge legs of 
Gulliver. 


It is not improbable that, ere 
long the whole country will be divided 
into railroad provinces, as France is 
into departments. However, it will al- 
ways be the case that these systems will 
be rivals for traffic between the great 
commercial centers and important 
trade districts. | 

The steps which have been taken in 
the direction of systemization, and the 
causes which have contributed thefeto, 
have een cursorily presented to show 
that its growth and completion has 
been and will be the result of natural 
influences. The effect upon the coun- 
yma to be considered. 

. If systemization proceeds to such an 
extent as seems probable, the question 
is, will it be dangerous to the people? 
The first impression is one of serious 
apprehension. Reflection, however, 
renders it by no means clear that it 
will be an unmixed evil. The people 
generally have not been benefited by 
the throat-cutting competition of the 

ast. On the contrary, while afew in- 
Divides and places have been re- 
cipients of favors, and have been en- 
riched and built up, the masses have 
suffered detriment, and _ holders 
of bonds and stocks not for speculation 
have been disastrously affected in 
many cases. If regularity and stead- 
iness in earnings is secured, railroad 
securities will be sought after for per- 
manent investment, and they will be 
widely distributed, which will remove 
the danger of immense accumulations 
in the hands of the few. When held 

as pérmanent investments and widely 
distributed, the motive for managing 
railroads so as to depress or inflate 

rices to suit the schemes of specula- 

rs will not exist. There have been 
such frauds practiced in projecting 
and building roads, and such reck- 
less and wrecking management, 
that it has become difficult to find 
takers of bonds and stocks except 
for speculative purposes. The wildcat

a. from adopting the practices 
ormerly in vogue. Hereafter lines will 
be constructed more with reference to 
present needs than to those that are 
rospective. Systemization will tend 
prevent reckless management, and 
give railroad securities a better status 
popular estimation. 
Will there be danger from the con- 
centrated contro] and management of 
such vast eneinries of trans ation? 
“If so, it will be in political affairs, and 
because the managers can influence 
and control their armiesof employés. 
This they have not been able to do in 
the past, and it seems certain that they 
will be less able to do so in the future, 
for the reason that the workingmen 
more fully comprehend their duty and 
are growing more independent in their 
action. ile they may not be 
antagonistic to railroads as an 
institution of the country, they 
are as independent of the corpora- 
tions as the corporations can be of 
them. For a time the people generally 
were anxious for the construction of 
railroads and were quite willing to give 
them what seemed necessarf, but now 


each other, though they are mutually 
dependent in matters of business. 
The railway managers are too wise 
to raise political issues, or to enter into 
the field of politics any further than to 
see that railroud property is treated as 
other property un¢er the law, and that 
their rights are protected the same as 
those of other people. Railway com- 
panies are fully aware of the potency 
of popularseutiment, and th 
of popular hostility. They will be loth 
to defy the one, or toprovoke the other. 

Will there be danger from the mou- 
opoly these systems will possess in 
making and enforcing exorbitant or ex- 
cessive charges? ‘Khe common-law 
rule which concedes to the common car- 
rier a just and reasotfable coaipensa- 
tion, to be determined by the court and 
jury, has ever been sufficient, when en- 
forced, to keep charges within proper 
bounds. Hophlat sentiment and inter- 
est will ever secure its enforcement. 
Beyond this, there has been shown in 
the last few years a purpose’to cortrol 
the matter of rates by pertinent 
effective laws. f railway 
corporations should make an issue of 
the passage of any law discriminating 
in their favor, in any respect the ef- 
fect must inevitably be to mass all 


Besides, any action against the rights 
and interests of the people is as likely 
to be attempted when railroad man- 
agement is in many or in few hands. 
Common interest would induce all to 
unite in behalf of a common cause. 
Systemization should -insure greater 
stability in rates, because there will be 
less confliet/ of interests. Not only this, 
but rates would uaturally be more uii- 
form thronghout the territory of the 
systems. If there was a common owh- 
ership, the part that is strong in earn- 
ing power weuld hold up the part that 
is weaker. Profits would be derived 
from the entirety, and there need net 
be discrimination aguinst local... 
Expenses should be less under a sys- 
tem than under several manaze- 
ments in proportion to the busi- 
ness carried, and, the fixed charges 
would be no greater.in one case than 
in the other. This would tend to 
lessen the charges. for transportation 
if the common law rule as to compen- 
sation is carried out. The reasonable- 
ness of the compensation depends upon 
ithe circumstances in the particular 


‘case, and if the expenses are mate- 
'rially less and the income of business 
greater in proportion to the cost, these 
wre. circumstances under which it 
would be just to reduce charges. 
Moreover, systemization must. in 
time, secure greater uniformity and 
skill in management. Each system 
will be powerful enough to institute in- 
structive measures, which will edu- 
eate and train young men in every 
branch of the business. Railroading 
should become professional, and exact- 
ness and discipline should be taught 
and enforced. Wherethe management 
is extensive, companies can afford to 
vay for the best talent and skill. 
Then transportation will be con- 
ducted with more regularity and 
dispatch, and with greater safely to 
life and property. To systematize will 
not require any more capital or equip- 
ment, and the country will not be 
called upon to support a business 
which will have to pay any more inter- 
est or larger dividends. It is probable 
that where a single management com- 
prises a greater mileage, the same vol- 
ume of busiuess can be done with less 
equipment, as there would be less com- 
plications, and no collision of inter- 
Stabiliity in rates and regular and 
prompt delivery of freights are mat- 
ters of no little value to merchants and 
dealers. It will remove the necessity 
of watching for changes in rates, which 
so much affect prices. With the re- 
moval of this bother they could devote 
themselves to the fluctuation of prices 
resulting from supply and demand. No 
one would have to watch to see that his 
neighbor competitor is getting advan- 
tages which he does not enjoy. The 
producer would not be at the mercy of 
rate disturbers, but could calculate ap- 
oximately the prices he could get for 
is products. 
Such a consummation will not be 
realiged until some of the independent 
properties pass through bankrupt pro- 
seedings and sale, or in some other 
manner reduce their liabilities. <A 
solvent system may be willing to lease, 
or on some satisfactory terms operate, 
them, but will not absume 
their indebtedness. It will be 
a fortunate day for the country 
when the last embarrassed railroad 
Shall have disappeared. When evil 
methods in the.. construction and 
management of railroads are things of 
the past, motives for doing that which 
provokes popular hostility will be re- 
moved, Such methods have given oc- 
casion for flippant talk about rail- 
road monopaly. Systemization means 
regularity and ‘solidification in all 
branches of business, strouger organ- 
ization, and a better transportation 
service.
